ARCHITECTURAL DESCRIPTION 

The Lewis & Lucinda C. Lombard House & Barn, built in 1878, is a story-and-a-half wood frame single dwelling with a crosswing 
plan. It is a distinctive example of the picturesque Gothic mode applied to the standard crosswing house repeated in numerous 
instances on the State Highway, primarily with Greek Revival style trim. The facade of the front-gable section contains an 
entrance with a double door with windows sheltered by a hood mounted on large, scrolled brackets on the south side offset by 
two windows on the north; three windows are spaced across the upper-story gable, and there is an arched window in the apex. 
The steep gable roof has deep eaves decorated with pairs of scrolled brackets. Bands of shingles run across the upper sections 
of each story. The north side of the house contains two windows, one each for the principal rooms within; the front one is a 
bevel-sided bay window. A brick chimney marks the location of the dividing partition, which contained heating sources for each 
room. The front of the south wall is bland indicating the presence of a staircase within the entry. The four-bay facade of the 
cross-gable wing is set back from the gable front and contains a second entrance off-center and flanked by two windows on the 
north side and one on the south. A porch with slender columns and a scroll-sawn valance spans the wing’s facade and is 
surmounted by a tall, pointed wall dormer with a single window and bracketed eaves. A central brick chimney indicates the 
location of the kitchen hearth. The wing’s south gable end contains single windows on each story and bracketed eaves. A one- 
story ell is attached to the rear of the wing and is, in turn, linked to a perpendicular fence connecting it to a domestic barn. The 
story-and-a-half barn has a front-gable fagade with a wagon door at ground level. A mow door in the upper story has been 
replaced with a window; another window is centered in the apex of the gable. The buildings are located at the northern end of 
the frontage with a driveway and parking area at the southern end. 


HISTORICAL NARRATIVE 

In late February 1878, the Barnstable Patriot reported that Lewis Lombard, a native of Wellfleet and a master mariner who had 
lived in Eastham since 1863, had acquired a piece of land “with the intention of building thereon this season.”’ Lombard (1819- 
98) was the son of Caleb and Abigail Higgins Lombard, had attended Holliston Academy, and was living in his native town in 
1844 when he married Lucinda C. Collins (1826-1917), a daughter of Michael Collins (1793-1886) and Dorcas Doane Cobb 
(1797-1855) of Eastham. The couple lived in Wellfleet with their sons Oliver Cromwell (1847-1927) and James H. (1851-1912) 
until about, when Lombard moved his family to Eastham. In 1863 he bought the former Nathaniel Swift homestead, which 
bordered Muddy Pond in Eastham, for $700. The property, 2375 State Highway (EAS.28), is now the Eastham Historical 
Society's Swift-Daley House. In 1865 the state census lists Lombard, his wife Lucinda, and their two sons in that neighborhood. 
In February 1878 he bought sixteen acres on the west side of State Highway for $140 from John Fulcher, who had acquired part 
of it from Micah S. Paine in 1867; Paine’s land abutted the parcel on the south, and he is shown as Lombard’s neighbor on the 
1880 Eastham map. Six weeks later Lombard bought two acres from Freeman Dill, his neighbor to the north, which was located 
between his 16-acre parcel and Dill’s land. 2 


Lewis Lombard served the town of Eastham on its school committee in 1864, 1873-76, and 1891-94 and was tax collector and 
constable in 1889. When he ran for state legislature in 1874, the Boston Globe described him as a Republican and “a thorough 
temperance man, but noncommittal on the subject of prohibition.” He bought the Chatham-based schooner Bloomer in 1866 and 
was engaged in the seine fishery into the 1880s. Lombard was also active in the Wellfleet-based Blackfish Company, which 
regulated shares and sold its members’ products.* 


The 1880 census lists Lewis Lombard as a fisherman in a household with his wife and her father Michael Collins, then eighty-six 
years old. By the late 1890s Lombard and his wife were spending their winters with their relatives in Boston and its suburbs, and 
he died in Boston on the last day of 1898. His will, composed a year earlier, left the bulk of his estate to his widow and, after her 
death, equally to sons Oliver and James. Lombard also left cash bequests to Oliver’s children Sophia Atkins and Lewis Lombard

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and James’s children Everett O. and Oliver C. Lombard. James Lombard had lived earlier in San Francisco and upon his return 
east married Etta Wells of Short Falls, New Hampshire; he was living in Roxbury when he died in 1912. Lucinda Lombard 
remained in the 2085 State Highway house. In 1902 the town taxed her on a house assessed at $1050, a barn at $250, a shed 
at $50, and 18.5 acres of land. She remained in the house until about 1913, when she went to live with Paulina Anderson in 
Eastham, who took care of her until she died in April 1917; at ninety-one years old, Lucinda Collins Lombard was then the oldest 
woman in Eastham.® 


The 2085 State Highway property passed to son Oliver Cromwell Lombard, who was a clerk living in Charlestown in 1873 when 
he married North Truro native Ruthanna L. Fuller. By 1880 the couple was living in Somerville with daughter Sophia Atkins 
Lombard. Lombard was then a bookkeeper, but by 1885 he was head of the fish firm G. W. Fuller and Company, and by 1893 
he had joined George W. Curtis in the fish wholesaling firm Lombard and Curtis, which operated at Boston’s T Wharf and its Fish 
Pier. In 1900 he was still living in Somerville with his wife, son Lewis (born 1882), married daughter Sophia, and her husband 
Arthur Pembroke Stone (1875-1943), then a bank cashier but by 1905 vice president of Commonwealth Trust Company in 
Boston. 


Oliver C. Lombard retired about 1915 to his father’s home in South Eastham, but he died at his daughter Sophia Stone’s home 
in the Boston suburb of Chestnut Hill in 1927. His widow Ruthanna remained at 2085 State Highway and is listed on King’s 
Highway in the 1929 directory, and the Hyannis Patriot reported that her son Lewis, by then a Boston dentist, had visited her “at 
the Old Homestead” in Eastham.® She spent summers at the house “as long as her health would permit” and died at the home of 
her daughter Sophia in April 1939.’ 


In October 1939, Sophia Stone’s brother Lewis Lombard, then living in Newton, deeded his half-interest in his grandfather's 
homestead to her, and she used the house as a seasonal residence until her own death in 1959. The 2085 State Highway 
property passed to Stone’s daughter Virginia, then married to Millard H. Tibbetts. In that year she recorded a plan of her 
mother’s estate, and in 1968 she sold 17.40 acres and the 2085 State Highway house to John B. and Ruth F. Curtiss, who 
developed the subdivision including what is now Lombard Lane. Lucinda Court, and Stone Court, all commemorating the tract’s 
former owners. The Curtisses partitioned the house on an 0.64-acre lot and sold it in 1971 to Frederic E. and Leslie F. Jones. In 
2001 Leslie F. Jones sold 2085 State Highway to Dana Greene of New York City, who was the owner of record in 2020.8

Statement of Significance by Neil Larson 
The criteria that are checked in the above sections must be justified here. 


The Lewis & Lucinda C. Lombard House, built in the Gothic Revival style in 1870 appears to be significant under 
National Register Criterion C as a distinguished example of Gothic Revival domestic architecture in the Town of 
Eastham. In form, plan and massing, the house embodies distinctive characteristics of the picturesque taste of the 
period with characteristic elements such as pointed gables and dormers, bracketed eaves, a hooded entry 
supported by massive brackets and an ornate piazza fronting the kitchen wing. Three connected outbuildings on 
the rear connect to a side-gable barn. The property is also significant under Criterion A for its association with 
Lewis Lombard who served on the Town of Eastham school committee in 1864, 1873-76, and 1891-94 and was 
tax collector and constable in 1889. When he ran for state legislature in 1874, the Boston Globe described him as 
a Republican and “a thorough temperance man, but noncommittal on the subject of prohibition.” He bought the 
Chatham-based schooner Bloomer in 1866 and was engaged in the seine fishery into the 1880s. Lombard was 
also active in the Wellfleet-based Blackfish Company, which regulated shares and sold its members’ products. 
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
